SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The video recording Bom to Raise Hell/ Untitled is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording contains two main components which present explicit male to 
male sexual activity. The first, Bom to Raise Hell, contains three scenes, while the 
second, which is untitled, contains one scene. 

The content of the two main components promotes and supports the use of violence 
and coercion to compel men to participate in and submit to sexual conduct and the 
use of urine in association with degrading and sexual conduct. The publication is 
therefore deemed objectionable in accordance with s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

Coercion and/or violence are present throughout both main components. In the first 
component this takes the form of men being hit, slapped, and whipped and forced to 
engage in sexual activity including anal intercourse and fellatio. Of particular impact is 
a scene in which a male is hit until he vomits and is then tied up and raped with a 
police baton. The second untitled main component carries on with the theme of 
coercion by presenting a scenario in which a naked male is led around and tied up by 
a second male who engages in sexual activity with his captive. The use of urine 
features on five occasions in the first component. 

Excisions have been considered but are thought to be impractical due to the extent to 
which the publication presents sexual conduct of a violent and coercive nature. 

This video recording has been found to promote and support two activites listed in 
s3(2) of the FVPC Act. This provision overrides the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 (NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning 
that is consistent with the rights and freedoms set out in si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
